A PLEA OF GUILTY

WAS GIVEN 25 YEARS IN PENITENTIARY 


Last of a Gann That In Days Gone 
By Terrorized Indian Country 
—Was On?e Under Sen­ 
tence of Death. 


Chandler, Okla., August 2.—Henry* 
Starr pleaded guilty to bank robbery 


today in the district court and was 


sentenced to twenty-live years in the 


penitentiary. A jury is being empanel­ 


ed for the trial of Claude Sawyer, one 
of Starr’s accomplices. 
Henry Starr, last of the Starr gang 
of bandits, w*as charged with the rob­ 
bery of two banks'of Stroud, Okla., in­ 
to which he led his gang last March 
and took an aggregate of $5,000. Starr 
w'as wounded after the robbery and 
four 
of 
his 
men—Claude 
Sawyer, 
“ Bud” Mayfield, Charles Johnson and 
IiOuis Estes—were captured and are 
awaiting trial. 
Henry Starr’s life has been full of 
action. 
He has made iich hauls in 
bank robberies, engaged in the looting 
of trains, battled with posses seeking 
to arrest him, aided in quelling a jail 
outbreak and unsuccessfully tried— 
following a 
pardon 
by 
President 
Roosevelt in 1903—to “beat back” and 
be a good citizen. 
Henry Starr was born in Fort Gib­ 
son, Okla., December 2, 1873. 
His 
father, George Starr, was a respect­ 
able full-blood Cherokee Indian. 
His 
mother, Mary Scott, was a quarter- 
blood Cherokee. 
Of the three chil­ 
dren, Henry was the youngest. He at­ 
tended a Cherokee Nation school until 
he was eleven years old. 
In 1891 Starr began work on a 
ranch near his home. 
A horse w*as 
stolen. 
Starr was arrested, taken to 
Fort Smith and placed in jail. In two 
days he was acquitted. 
Some time later, while on his way 
through Nowata to the Indian payment 
grounds, Starr w*as asked by a strang­ 
er to carry a grip to 
the 
grounds. 
Starr put the grip in hit- buggy and 
found the grip contained whisky. 
“They took me to jail at Muskogee,” 
said Starr. “There I was, only a kid, 
and father and mother had brought 
me up to think it wras an awful dis­ 
grace to be in jail. They chained me 
to a bed that time. 
That was a bad 
thing to do to a kid. 
I was innocent. 
When I came out I felt I might as 
well be dead as disgraced. I came out 
with blood in my eye.” 
Starr, with a companion, committed 
his first robbery in July, 1892, holding 
up the express office at Nowata. The 
robbery itself was mere “child’s play,” 
according to Starr, but in getting 
away from Nowata. Starr rode his 
horse into a wire fence. 
He was 
thrown from the saddle and the horse 
escaped. 
He had borrowed the sad­ 
dle in Nowata and when the horse 
came home the town knew who staged 
the robbery. 
Starr was arrested and 
jumped his bond. 
Ho returned to 
Nowata in less than a month and kill­ 
ed Floyd Wilson, a deputy marshal, 
when Wilson attempted to arrest him. 
Starr took to the Osage hills. 
With others, Starr, in Tanuarv, 1893. 
shot up the town of Choteau. Okla­ 
homa. cobbin rf* two general stores and 
the depot. A few days later the gang 
cleaned out the general store and de­ 
pot at Inola, Okla. 
Starr attended most of the country 
dances that winter, volunteers stand­ 
ing guard outside whP© be danced 
and courted a vnung woman of tho 
neighborhood 
Starr’s friends urged 
him to quit the country. To do so he 
and Frank Chaney rode into Caney, 
Kansas. March 25, 1892. and robbed 
the Caney 'valley National bank of 
$4,90<). 
This was his Hist bank rob­ 
bery. 
The notoriety h° got out of it 
brought scores of men flocking to his 
standard. By April he was the recog­ 
nized leaden of a desperate gang of 
outlaws. 
May 5, 1893, they held up a Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas passenger train at 
Pryor Creek, getting $6.rt00 and a con­ 
signment of cut diamonds. Their next 
exploit was to ride into Arkansas and 
rob a Bentonville bank of $11,500. June 
6. 1893. 
It was this robbery that 
ultimately 
was 
to 
prevent 
Henry 
Starr, bandit, from becoming Henry 
Starr, good citizen. 
Soon after the 
Bentonville robbery the band disband­ 
ed. 
Starr went at once to the Osage 
country’, where he met by appoint­ 
m ent his sweetheart, Miss Mary Mor­ 
rison, of Nowata. In a covered wagon 
with a bodyguard, they started tor 
Emporia, Kansas, where they were to 
catch a train for 
California, 
marry 
and never return to Oklahoma. At Col­ 
orado Springs they were overtaken by 
detectives. 
S tarr was taken back to Fort Smith 
and convicted of the murder of Dep­ 
uty Wilson, of the Pryor Creek train 
robbery and the Nowata depot rob 
berv. He was sentenced to hang. The 


Fnited States supreme court reversed 
the case. 
On his second 
trial 
he 
again was convicted and 
again 
ap­ 
pealed. 
On the second remanding of 
his case back to the Fort Smith fed­ 
eral court he was given a combined 
sentence of thirteen years 
for 
the 
three crimes. 
While in the Fort Smith jail await­ 
ing transfer to a federal prison Starr 
quelled an outbreak led by “Cherokee 
Bill,” a notorious outlaw*, bv wresting 
a revolver from the outlaw'. 
This act 
later won a pardon from President 
Roosevelt. 
“I promised President Roosevelt I’d 
be good,” 
said 
Starr 
recently. 
“I 
meant it. Why, I named my boy after 
Roosevelt—Roosevelt Starr.” 
After his pardon in 1902 Starr mar­ 
ried, went to Tulsa and engaged in 
the real estate business. 
In 1907 he 
moved to Skiatook, Oklahoma. With 
his wife and son he attended the in-

It had an indictment hanging 
over Starr, and when Oklahoma came 
into the Union, the Arkansas author­ 
ities got a requisition for Starr and 
asked Governor Haskell to honor it. 
' “I didn’t know what the governor 
might do, so I hid out,” said Starr. 
“I couldn’t afford to go over there. 
They w*ould have handed it to me for 
life. 
I wrent up into the Osage coun­ 
try and arranged with a friend to call 
me by telephone and give me the de­ 
cision of the governor. 
One day he 
called and I understood him to say: 
‘He has granted it,’ and what he said 
was: 
‘He hasn't granted it/ And so 
I fled. 
/ 
“That mistake of one w*ord put me 
in the brush again. 
I had to dig in.” 
Banks w*ere being robbed in Okla­ 
homa about this time a ld iStarr wras 
blamed. 
All afterward were proved 
the w*ork of others, but Starr found it 
necessary to leave the state. In June, 
1908, he robbed the bank at Amity, 
Colorado. 
He was arrested 
a 
year 
later and sentenced to from seven to 
twenty-five years 
in 
the 
Colorado 
state prison. 
Good behavior won a 
parole. 
“After my release I went to Holly, 
Colorado,” said Starr. 
“I saved up 
and started a little restaurant. But I 
eou dn’t stay there. 
The people were 
afraid of me. 
I was living straight, 
but I couldn’t reconcile them. 
They 
expected me all the time to go out 
some night and rob the bank. Finally 
the warden of the prison let me go 
to Wyoming. 
“I went to Wyoming with $10. 
I 
had to go under my right name. 
I 
hunted work. 
I worked on the sec­ 
tion for $1 a day. 
I cut grass; I dug 
ditches; I worked at a furniture store, 
but every time I got a job some one 
wrould point me out as the ‘bad man 
from Oklahoma' and they kicked me 
out. 
I couldn’t 
light 
anywhere. 
I 
couldn’t ‘beat back/ 
“Last June I wras out of a job and 
couldn’t find one. 
I started for home 
one night on a freight train. 
I broke 
my Colorado parole. I got home June 
ll, last. 
I stayed around until Sep­ 
tember and meanwhile 
banks 
were 
robbed in Oklahoma. 
They blamed 
them all on me. 
But I didn’t have a 
hand in them.” 
It was for his son that the bandit 
held up the Stroud banks. 
“I wanted to make a stake for him,” 
said ktarr. 
“I wanted to make a big 
haul, fix the boy and go off some­ 
where and be forgotten.” 
The robbery of the bank at Stroud 
was the most daring in the history 
of Oklahoma. 
On March 
27, 
1915, 
Starr and his men rode into the town, 
tied their horses to the stock yards 
foncc, left one of their number in 
charge 
and 
proceeded to the two 
banks. The officials of the two banks 
were covered with revolvers and $5,- 
000 in currency was taken. 
As the bandits were escaping Paul 
Curry, a 15-year-old boy, ran into a 
butcher shop and secured 
a 
short 
barreled rifle used for killing hogs. 
1 Ile fired at Starr. 
The bullet struck 
the outlaw in the leg, shattering it. 
As Starr fell, Curry shouted: “Throw* 
away your gun or FII kill you. 
Starr 
did. 
Louis Estes, One of the gang, 
was wounded, but the others escaped. 
“I am a bank robber and have been 
caught; that’s all there is to it,” said 
Starr, follow ing his arrest.

if they cannot arrange to take the 
fifth year and receive the professional 
degree . Students from other stand­ 
ard colleges will be able as hereto­ 
fore to enter the School of Engine* r- 
ing after two years of college prej a- 
ration and take up the special en ri- 
neering curricula without the loss of 
lime. 
The new degree that has been es­ 
tablished, B. S. in Engineering, is in 
keeping with the best practice in pro­ 
gressive schools of engineering. This 
degree may be granted at the end of 
the fourth year in any engineering 
curriculum. 
As intensive specializa­ 
tion will be confined to the fifth year, 
it is hoped that all the strong stu­ 
dents will remain for that year and 
earn a professional degree. No change 
has been made in the amount of aca­ 
demic w*ork required of engineering 
students, but the 
courses 
specified 
have been changed 
to 
meet 
their 
needs. 
Complete 
equipment 
for 
giving 
courses 
leading 
to professional de­ 
grees in mechanical, electrical, chem­ 
ical and civil engineering is provided 
at the School of Engineering of the 
University of Missouri at Columbia. 
The total enrollment during the last 
session w*as about 275 students. 
The 
faculty consists of more than thirty 
experts in engineering practice. The 
engineering building and 
the 
engi­ 
neering annex contain the main lab­ 
oratories of the school, the work in 
manual arts is given in the Manual 
Arts building, the w*ork in civil engi­ 
neering in Sw*itzler hall, and the spe­ 
cial w*ork in chemistry in the Chemis­ 
try building.

keepers of hogs within the limits of 


th e city are forced to take better care 
of them, a quarantine will be placed 
on hogs, and they will be prohibited 
from entering or leaving the city, was 
the statem ent made before the Seda­ 
lia city council last night by Dr. El­ 
m er J. Johnson, of the United States 
bureau of animal industry, with head­ 
quarters in Sedalia. 
Dr. Johnson appeared 
before 
the 
city council at the request -of Alder­ 
man Noah Shear, of the Second ward, 
for the purpose of stating to that body 
the .sanitary conditions of the city as 
found by him in a tour of the- city 
made recently. 
Dr. Johnson stated that, following 
a tour of inspection, made during Hie 
latter part of June, and after a thor­ 
ough inspection of the hog pens in the 
confines of the city, he published a 
list of regulations whereby the spread 
of 
cholera 
might 
be 
prevented. 
“These regulations 
failed 
to 
meet 
with the response of the people,” said 
Dr. Johnson, “and lately we can find 
that nearly every case of hog cholera 
in the county can be traced indirect­ 
ly to Sedalia, w here it found its ori­ 
gin.” 
It was suggested by Dr. Johnson 
that lie, in company with the mem­ 
bers of the sanitary committee of the 
council, make a complete tour of in­ 
spection over the city within the near 
future and decide upon a plan whereby 
hog pens might be kept in a sanitary 
condition. 
Contrary 
to 
the prevalent belief, 
there is no city ordinance forbidding 
the keeping of hogs within the city 
limits, but there is an ordinance pro­ 
viding for the sanitary condition of 
hog pens. 
In 
suggesting 
plans whereby hog 
cholera might be done away with in 
Sedalia, 
Mayor 
J. L. Babcock sug­ 
gested that the city 
appropriate 
a 
fund to be used for the vaccination of 
all hogs within the limits. 
Dr. Ralph Graham, head of the local 
departm ent, who also addressed the 
council, stated that while this might 
be a good plan, their duty in Sedalia 
and Pettis county was to prevent the 
disease from spreading in herds of 
hogs, after several had become in­ 
fected with the disease. 
He stated 
that he would be willing to co-oper­ 
ate with the mayor and city council 
in preventing the disease, but he was 
.doubtful if the departm ent at W ash­ 
ington would stand for him devoting 
his time to the vaccination of all hogs 
in Pettis county. 
A 
report 
of 
the m atter will be 
made, following the inspection tour to 
be m ade by the doctors and sanitary 
com m ittee within the near future.

ONE YEAR OF WAR 


The second year of the European war opens today. 
On August 1,1914, Germany declared war against Russia 
and the last chance vanished of localizing the Austro-Ser- 
bian war, declared three days previously by Austria- 
Hungary. 
All the great powers of Europe were drawn into a 
struggle the like of which history has not heretofore i*e- 
corded. Eleven nations are at war and almost all lands 
are affected, directly or indirectly. Millions of men have 
been killed, wounded or carried to captivity in hostile 
countries. 
Billions of dollars have been expended. 
Thousands of square miles of territory have been devas­ 
tated and hundreds of cities and towns laid waste. Half 
the world is in mourning for the dead. And although the 
war has been in progress with unexampled fury for a 
year, the l'esult may be summarized in one brief sentence: 
No decisive results have been achieved and the end is not 
in sight. 
Determination to pursue the war to a decisive ending 
has been expressed by high officials of all belligerent na­ 
tions, preparations are being made for next winter’s cam­ 
paign, and, in fact, indications from Europe are that it 
is more likely to increase in size rather than decrease. It 
is still an open question whether Bulgaria, Rumania or 
Greece will be drawn in. 
In view of the immensity of the struggle, previous 
standards count for little in considering the price the 
world is paying. The figures involved are so vast as to 
convey little meaning. The nations at war have poured 
out their treasures of men and gold without limit. The 
usual standards of life have been subordinated or disre­ 
garded, and in some cases social, industrial and political 
activities have been virtually reorganized on a militaristic 
basis, to make all contribute to the supreme necessities 
of war. 
Size of Armies Kept Secret. 
► 
It is impossible to obtain accurate statistics of the 
number of men engaged, the casualties and the cost. For 
obvious reasons the size of the various armies is kept 
secret. Most of the nations do not consider it expedient 
to reveal the number of casualties; in fact, Great Brtiain 
is the only one which has given out official totals. As to 
the money expended, there are available only partial sta­ 
tistics.

The first great surprise of the war 
was the German 42-centimeter (16’4 
inch gun), which hurls for some fif­ 
teen miles a shell weighing almost a 
ton.

Deadly Machine Guns. 
The deadliness 
of 
machine guns 
necessitated recourse to trenches, for 
no troops in exposed positions could 
live within range of the rapid firers. 
Consequently trench warfare has de­ 
veloped to an 
extent 
never before 
seen. Whole armies moved into un­ 
derground 
quarters, 
with elaborate 
labyrinths of 
passages and subter­ 
ranean living and sleeping quarters. 
The result of machine warfare was 
the use of ammunition on a scale for 
which 
the 
world 
was 
unprepared. 
England recognized it as her great­ 
est problem and made David Lloyd- 
George minister of munitions, 
with 
power to. mobilize the nation’s work­ 
ers for the production of war muni­ 
tions on a colossal scale. France took 
similar measures. 
Italy, 
which had 
ten months to prepare for wa", found 
it necessary 
after 
ten 
months of 
fighting to appoint by royal decree a 
supreme committee 
to increase the 
production of munitions. The battle 
of Nueve Chapelle alone is said to 
have cost the British 
the expendi­ 
ture or more powder than the entire 
Boer war. 
One result of the 
development of 
this form of warfare is the eclipse of 
cavalry as one of the principal arm s 
of the service. Cavalry is still used 
on the eastern front to a small ex­ 
tent, but its employment in Franco 
virtually has been abandoned. 
The 
cavalrymen 
have 
been dismounted 
and placed in the trenches. 
W arfare By Submarines. 
Almost as conspicuous is the de­ 
velopment of submarine warfare. Tho 
rem arkable 
exploits 
of submarines 
have proved their efficiency so thor­ 
oughly that already 
the supremacy 
of battleships has been 
challenged. 
Germany, compelled to reb chiefly on 
these craft for her marine activities, 
has gained the greatest success with 
them. Their first large 
achievement 
was the torpedoing and oinking with­ 
in one hour of the British cruisers 
Tressy, Aboukir 
and 
Hogue in tho 
North sea in September. Since that 
time hundreds of 
vessels, warships 
and merchantm en have been sent to 
the bottom in the 
North 
sea, 
tho 
Baltic, the English channel, the Adri­ 
atic and the Dardanelles. From all 
causes more 
than 
500 vessels have 
been destroyed. 
England 
has been 
the greatest sufferer I by 
reason of 
her preponderance of 
shipping 
and 
also on account of the German gov­ 
ernm ent’s attem pt 
to 
blockade that 
country, following the declaration of 
a war zone around the British isfes 
last February. 
In size, speed and 
cruising radius 
the new type of submarines 
far ex­ 
ceeds the earlier small 
vessels, de­ 
signed p rim arily for coast defense. 
Germany’s new submarines 
are aa 
long as a good sized cruiser. Captain 
Otto Hersing took the U-51 about 4,- 
000 miles from Wilhelmshaven, past 
Gibraltar, through the M editerranean 
and to the Dardanelles, where it tor­ 
pedoed the 
British 
battleships T ri­ 
umph and Majestic, and proceeded to 
Constantinople. 
The 
voyage 
from 
Wilhelmshaven 
to 
the Dardanelles 
required one month. 
Aeroplane Also Figures. 
The aeroplane, almost 
as an un* 
known quantity at the beginning of 
the war, as far as its military value 
was concerned, has proved its prac­ 
ticability so thoroughly that it m ust 
be rated with 
the 
subm arines and 
the heavy guns as one of the great­ 
est features of the war. In fact, it has 
exercised 
a 
dominating 
influence 
over land operations, and 
to its use 
perhaps more than any 
other single 
factor may be ascribed the deadlock 
month after month in the principal 
fields of battle. It has rendered price­ 
less service in reconnoitering, tajking 
the place of cavalry. It has caused a 
revision of the tactics and strategy

New* York breweries 
in 1914 turned

rank for pro­ 
duction 
and 
value. 
Pennsylvania 
breweries paid Uncle Sam revenue on 
8,008,786 
barrels; 
Illinois, 6,987,568 
barrels; W isconsin, 5,278,089 barrels, 
and Ohio, 5447,419 barrels. Next in 
order comes Missouri with its 1914 
production of 4,142,160 barrels, and it 
is followed by New Jersey, the brew- 
eries in that state in that year hav­ 
ing an output 
of 
3,495,594. barrels. 
While these figures enlighten those 
-who thought Missouri ranked first in 
annual production of beer, it also es* 
tablishes that W isconsin

Many Automobiles Used. 
Auomobiles are used 
to an enor­ 
mous extent,

private machines

Their m an service, however, 
is in the handling 
of food supplies 
and ammunition.

Poisonous gases projected

Steel darts and 
incendiary bombs dropped from aero­ 
planes, and new types of hand gren­ 
ades also have been employed, while 
in France both sides are said to have 
made use of apparatus for spraying 
burning oil. 
The political effects 
of 
the -war, 
tremendous as they m ust be, ran not 
yet be gauged. The principal result 
thus far is the definite rupture of the 
traditional alignment, 
w*hich divided 
Europe for years into two alliances, 
with a theoretical balance of pow*er, 
Great Britain, 
France 
and 
Russia 
forming the triple entente 
and Ger­ 
many, 
Austria-Hungary 
and 
Italy 
constituting the triple alliance. 


Germany to Ally's Support. 
From the day Austria-Hungary be­ 
came involved in serious difficulties 
with Serbia there 
w as 
little doubt 
Germany would support her 
ally in 
case Russia adhered to her tradition­ 
al policy of 
defending 
her 
Slavic 
kinsmen in 
the 
Balkans. 
The en­ 
trance into the w ar of France follow­ 
ed as a natural .sequence of her al­ 
liance with Russia, and 
G reat Brit­ 
ain joined in after G erm any’s inva­ 
sion of Belgium. 
Italy was thus the only one of the 
six nations concerned in the two al­ 
liances which was 
not 
involved at 
the outset. Proclaim ing her neutrali­ 
ty, she utilized the 
opportunity 
to 
seek from Austria the territory to the 
north of her border which she had 
long desired. 
Failing to obtain full 
satisfaction of her demands, she re­ 
nounced the triple alliance and join­ 
ed the allies. The triple entente thus 
was converted into the quadruple en­ 
tente. as it is sometimes called now. 
Germ any 
and 
Austria-Hungary 
were strengthened by the adhesion of 
Turkey to the informal alliance with 
Germany which had sprung tip in re­ 
cent years, and in November Turkey 
entered the war. Montenegro took up 
arm s with the Serbs, and Belgium on 
being invaded joined the allies. 
J a ­ 
pan, Great Britain's ally in the east, 
opened war on Germany, 
following 
Berlin's refusal to 
surrender Tsing- 
tau. There are 
thus 
eleven nations 
now at war, 
of 
which 
eight form 
w hat are known as the allies. 


On Precipice for a Decade. 
Historians are agreed that 
the as­ 
sassination of the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand in Sarajevo, Bosnia, 
on 
June 8, 1914, 
while 
the immediate 
cause of the war, was not the d eter­ 
mining influence. Europe had been on 
the edge of the precipice for a decade 
Perhaps the chief 
underlying factor 
was the development of the national 
idea, dem anding that political divis­ 
ions should be 
made 
to correspond 
with the territory inhabited by the 
various peoples of Europe; that each 
people, with common 
language and 
customs, should have 
political inde­ 
pendence and a "place in 
the sun 
The struggle to attain this end kept 
Europe in political turmoil. 
France 
aspired for Alsace and Lorraine, Italy 
for T rieste and the Trentino, 
popu­ 
lated largely by Italians: Serbia for 
Bosnia, 
Rumania 
for 
Transylvania 
and 
Bessarabia. 
Austria-Hungary, 
w ithin whose boundaries 
is a com­ 
plexity of races, with varying claims 
and 
aspirations, 
was 
particularly 
m enaced by the growth of this idea, 
and it was one phase of 
this agita­ 
tion—Serbia's 
desire 
for 
Bosnia— 
which brought on 
the 
crisis. 
The 
sam e motive brought in Montenegro 
and Italy and influenced France and 
Russia to go to war. 
The growth of 
the 
national idea 
was attended by the growth of mili­ 
tarism as a m eans for securing these 
desires. The greatest standing armies 
in history w ere built up, compulsory 
fliiiit-flrv service became widespread, 


and enormous navies were construct­ 
ed. 
Out of it all, with the m utual sus­ 
picion engendered, grew the situation 
which kept Europe 
in 
fear of war. 
Armed to excess, the nations aw ait­ 
ed the war which finally came. 


View of Russian Minister. 


Petrograd. July 31.—The following 
statem ent concerning the conclusion 
of the first year of the w ar was pre­ 
pared for the Associated Press by M. 
Polivanoff, Russian m inister of war: 
‘‘My opinion in a few words, after 
after one year’s duration of the war, 
unprecedented in the world’s annals, 
is as follows: 
"The enemy is strong 
and 
cruel, 
and that is the very reason why Rus­ 
sia and her heroic allies m ust con­ 
tinue the w ar—should it last for sev­ 
eral years—until the enemy is com­ 
pletely crushed.

Another Russian View. 
Petrograd, July 31.—From a person 
who, although not connected officially 
with the w ar departm ent, is in close 
touch with the government officials 
and is well acquainted with the mili­ 
tary situation and the Russian state 
of feeling, the Assocaited Press has 
obtained the following review of the 
first year of the w*ar: 
"The end of the first year of the 
w ar finds R ussia’s potential fighting 
ability undiminished. 
H er arm ies are 
intact, her resources 
virtually 
un­ 
touched; and the determ ination of her 
people, the morale of her troops, have 
only been deepened with the growing 
realization of the enem y’s strength. 
"This determ ination 
is 
expressed 
most forcibly in the mobilization of 
vast industrial resources for the pro­ 
duction of w ar munitions. 
These ef­ 
forts are rapidly lessening the dispar­ 
ity of the com batants in guns and am ­ 
munition. 
Russia does not look for 
speedy termination of the struggle, 
but feels confident of her power to 
exhaust the enemy. 


Eastern Front Campaign. 
"The campaign on the eastern front 
must be viewed in relation 
to 
the 
enormous 
extent 
of 
territory over 
which battles have been waged, from 
the 
Baltic 
to Bukowina. 
The far 
flung advances 
and 
re tre a ts, here 
have had no more significance rela­ 
tively than gains and losses 
of 
a 
thousand yards on the w estern front. 
To interpret Russia's tem porary loss 
of territory as German success is to 
ignore Russia’s role 
to 
engage 
as 
great a part of the enem y’s forces as 
possible, to relieve pressure on her 
allies. R ussia’s refusal to accept bat­ 
tle 
in 
disadvantageous 
conditions, 
even though she 
m ust 
temporarily 
abandon 
territory, 
has 
kept 
her 
arm ies and defensive lines unbroken. 
"It is the assertion of Russian au­ 
thorities th at every German advance 
has cost Germany more men, both rel­ 
atively and actually, than it cost Rus­ 
sia. 
They regard Germany as now 
committed definitely to a campaign 
which is carrying the German armies 
farther and farther from their bases; 
and to abandon this campaign would 
be a disastrous defeat for her. More­ 
over, it is m aintained that not even 
the territorial ambitions of Germany 
have been realized, since the German 
objectives on this front have not been 
fully attained. 


Losses by the Austrians. 
"The advance of the A ustrians into 
Southern Russia in the early stage of 
the wrar m et with full defeat.

View From French Standpoint. 
Paris, July 31.—A year of wax finds 
“France is fit to continue th e strug­ 
gle to the end and confident of the 
outcome," says Count Adrien Lannes 
de Monticello in a review of the first 
twelve m onths of hostilities given to 
the Associated Press. 
Count de Mon­ 
tebello, a recognized authority on mil­ 
itary affairs, was one of the strongest 
advocates of th e three-year military 
service law, and its co-author with the 
form er premier, Louis Barthou. 
He 
was formerly deputy 
from 
Rheims 
and vice president of the com m ittee 
on military affairs of the cham ber of 
deputies. 
His grandfather was Mar­ 
shal Lannes, at w hose death on the 
battlefield of Essling Napoleon is said 
to have wept. 
His review of the w ar follows: 
“France 
was 
not 
expecting war, 
and her preparations therefore were 
less complete than those of her adver­ 
saries, who, knowing their intentions, 
had accumulated an immense supply 
of fighting m aterial and disposed of 
their troops in such a m anner as to 
strike 
the 
most 
powerful blow of 
which they were capable. 
“Germany threw 
against 
Belgium 
and France fifty-two arm y corps, or 
alm ost her entire m ilitary force as 
mobilized in August. 
U nder the im­ 
pact 
of 
the 
G erm an advance the 
French armies, with their British al­ 
lies, suffered 
initial 
reverses 
and 
great losses, especially in the battle 
of 
Charleroi. 
W hile 
the 
French 
arm ies were in retreat a national min­ 
istry was formed and the civil popu­ 
lation of France organized for war. 
The French and British arm ies stood 
on the line of the M arne from a point 
near Paris to the eastern frontier of 
France. 
They received the shock of 
more than 1,200,000 German troops, 
and defeated them with somewhat in­ 
ferior forces. T he Germans were out- 
led and outfought in a vast general 
action over a line of more than 120 
miles. 
"The 
French 
troops were too ex­ 
hausted 
by 
their 
fifteen 
days of 
m arching and fighting to m ake their 
victory 
decisive. 
The 
Germans 
checked their retreat upon the line of 


St. Mihiel; an 
advance 
of a mile 
along a front of ten miles a t Beaus- 
jour, in the Champagne country; the 
capture of Nueve 
Chapelle 
by the 
British, the capture of N otre Dame 
de Lorette, Clarencv and Neuville St. 
Yaast, and an 
advance 
of 
two to 
three miles along a front 
of seven 
miles 
north 
from 
Arras 
by 
the 
French, and the clearing of 
the left 
bank of the Yser of the enemy by the 
Belgian army. 
"Never since the w ar 
began has 
the French army been so fit to con­ 
tinue it to a 
trium phant conclusion 
as today. We have not 
only carried 
on the war with success during the 
year, but we have 
accumulated im­ 
m ense reserves of every necessity 
for continuin the w*ar 
until it has 
been won. Our reserve troops in de­ 
pots and under training are relatively 
greater than those 
of the Gormans. 
The arm y is absolutely confident. The 
people behind the 
army, 
to a man, 
are equally so. 
"The French 
people, 
through no 
fault of theirs, 
have 
suffered, and 
are suffering today, 
but 
are equal 
to every hardship, every effort nec­ 
essary to drive the w ar to a final vic­ 
torious conclusion."

As Germany Views Situation. 
Berlin, July 31.—Although tho main 
German and British fleets 
have not 
been matched in 
battle, the ending 
of the first year of the w*ar finds that 
Germany has distinguised herself at 
sea, says Capt. I. Persius in a naval 
review* prepared 
for 
the Associated 
Press. Captain Persius, 
form erly an 
officer of the German navy, is a rec­ 
ognized authority 
on 
German naval 
affairs and is naval expert 
for the 
Berliner Tageblatt. 
He states that 
Germany’s policy 
has 
been to at­ 
tem pt to weaken her chief opponent 
a t sea 
by 
using 
submarines 
and 
mines, to a point where there will be 
some prospect of success of an attack 
on the main British fleet. His review 
follows: 
"The German fleet may boast that 
the offensive spirit it has displayed 
has constituted the most prominent 
and decisive feature of all the naval 
war theaters. 
W ar 
was 
declared 
against Russia on August I and on 
August 2 the cruiser Augsburg bom­ 
barded the Russian 
port 
of Libau. 
The 
declaration 
of 
w ar 
against 
France w*as issued August 3, and on 
the following day the 
cruisers Goe- 
ben and Breslau 
shelled 
the troop 
embarkation 
points 
of Phillipeville 
and Bona, on 
the 
North 
African 
coast. 
Finally England declared war 
on August 4. and on 
the 
8th the 
mine layer Koenigin 
Luise planted 
mines at the mouth of the Thames, 
one of which destroyed 
the cruiser 
Amphion. 
"W e thus see that from 
the very 
beginning German warships display 
ed a spirit of daring offensive. 
Not 
only in European waters, hut in dis 
tant seas we heard of victorious com­ 
bats wherein our cruisers 
were en­ 
gaged. In a majority 
of cases the 
foreign cruisers, like the home units, 
fought against much superior forces. 


Doing W ell on the Sea. 
"In Germany the gigantic 
task of 
our sea forces is in no wise underes 
timated. 
We know that the British 
fleet 
alone, 
so 
far 
as 
m aterial 
strength is concerned, is considerably 
more than twice our superior, but we 
are certain that 
*be 
sarae 
heroic 
spirit of determination to win exists 
in the fleet as in the army, and that 
we can depend upon the efficiency of 
our material, which, even though in 
ferior in quantity, can brave compari­ 
son with that of any other power for 
excellence in construction of artil­ 
lery and machinery. 
"We do not forget that the British 
fleet, first in the world and of glori 
ous history, is an opponent worthy 
of all respect. Neverheless, at the 


close of the first year 
of the war, 


it may be said without exaggeration 


that its achievements do not measure 
up to our expectations. It has lacked, 
it seems, the iron determination and 
the ability to conquer. 
The British 
adm iralty 
has 
held 
strictly to the ‘strategy 
of caution.' 
The German submarine danger is, we 
realize, partly responsible, but it can 
not be questioned that, as a conse­ 
quence of undeniably evident lack of 
initiative, the prestige of the British 
sea power no longer 
stands 
so un­ 
shaken throughout the world as for­ 
merly. British forces have been vic­ 
torious only in 
engagements where 
they were overwhelmingly superior, 
as at the Falkland Islands; and even] 
this is hot claimed 
by 
the British 
press to be an unconditional success, 
because the battle w*as too costly in 
time and sacrifice. 


Submarines and Mines. 
"Our 
naval 
authorities 
followed 
generally the 
principle 
of keeping 
battleships in harbor 
while attem pt­ 
ing to w*eaken the enemy through mi­ 
nor warfare, particularly with sub­ 
marines and mines, to a point where 
an attack on the main fleet will offer 
some prospect of success. 
How cor- 
dect this strategy was is proved by 
the past twelve months. 
Thanks to 
the effectiveness of 
our submarines, 
which excited tho 
justified adm ira­ 
tion of the whole world, it has been 
possible sorely to wound 
the British 
fleet. 
"In addition, 
our 
submarine arm 
has busied itself since the beginning 
of the year in an entirely unexpected 
way, as a 
destroyer 
of 
commerce. 
Views may differ as to the final out­ 
come of this field, but it is an unde­ 
niable fact that a nation like Germa­ 
ny, whose commerce has been driven 
from the seas, but which can subsist 
without imports, has an extraordinary 
advantage over a country dependent 
almost entirely, 
like 
Britain, 
upon 
importations of food and raw material 
across the water. The submarine dan­ 
ger unquestionably 
weighs 
like 
a 
nightmare upon 
the 
inhabitants 
of 
the sea-washed land. The fortune re­ 
sults of this wide extension, as we 
hope, of the fruitful activity of our 
submarines can not be predicted, but 
the expectation is generally cherish­ 
ed in Germany that 
the submarine 
campaign will help to accelerate the 
demand for peace in England. 


Every Type of W arship Victims. 
"Every type of warship 
has fallen 
victims to the German 
submarines— 
the battleships Formidable, Triumph 
and Majestic, 
the 
armored cruisers 
Creasy, Hogue and Aboukir, the Rus­ 
sian armored 
cruiser 
Pallaba, 
the 
cruisers Hawke and Pathfinder 
and 
he British destroyer Recruit, for ex­ 
ample, 
and 
neither 
the 
express 
steam er nor the slow fishing boat is 
safe fro mour deadly torpedoes. 
In addition, the aerial arm of the 
service has won many laurels. Zeppe- 
ins crossed 
the 
North 
sea safely, 
even to London and back, 
and Ger 
man aeroplanes participated in the 
destruction of the enemies* 
w ar and 
m erchant 
ships. 
The 
question 
of 
whether airships and aeroplanes could 
be used offensively at 
sea must, in 
the light of the achievements of our 
aircraft, be answered affirmatively. 
German aircraft have even fought 
successfully against the dreadful sub­ 
marines. A Russian submarine was 
destroyed in the 
Baltic 
by bombs 
from an aeroplane, and at least one 
British submarine met the same fate 
in the North sea. 
"The general fear of submarines is 
responsible for the remarkable spec- 
acle of the heavily armed and strong­ 
ly armored battleships rarely ventur­ 
ing 
to 
leave 
sheltering 
harbors— 
ships which before 
the 
war 
were 
counted as decisive 
factors 
in sea 
power, but 
which 
find 
themselves 
condemned to inactive roles. Clashes 
of heavy battleships, 
like 
those in 
distant waters, have 
borne 
out the 
old rule that superiority in numbers, 
artillery and speed make up the de­ 
cisive factor for victory. 


W hy British Were Defeated. 
The 
British 
were 
defeated 
off 
Coronel, Chile, 
because 
the 
Mon­ 
mouth and Good Hope depended for 
the most part on six-inch guns, while 
the German cruisers 
Gneisemau and 
Scharnhort 
carried 
8 
3-inch 
guns. 
The victory at the 
Falkland Islands 
was easy for the British battle cruis­ 
ers Invincible and Inflexible and their 
consorts because 
they 
mounted 12- 
inch guns and also were much faster 
than the German ships. 
“In warship duels also weight and 
arm am ent were decisive. 
The Syd­ 
ney, armed with six-inch guns, was 
able to destroy 
the 
Emden, 
with 
only 4 .2-inch guns. 
The lessons which may 
be drawn 
from past events may be summed up 
briefly as follows: 
“Superiority of 
technical m aterial 
plays, as in earlier naval battles, an 
important role, perhaps to a greater 
extent now than before. Given crews 
practically equal 
in 
skill, 
the side 
which is inferior 
in 
artillery and 
speed is at so heavy a disadvantage 
that victory is 
possible 
only under 
exceptionally 
favorable 
circum stan­ 
ces. 


Truly Dangerous Weapon. 
*‘1110 submarine has proved itself a 


thoroughly 
dangerous 
weapon, 
to 
which unsuspected possibilities must 
be conceded. All methods of defense 
hitherto employed have failed to ful­ 
fill their purpose in 
requisite man­ 
ner. 
‘Dirigibles 
and 
aeroplanes 
have 
not only dem onstrated their value in 
scouting, but also have been engaged 
effectively upoon the offensive. 
“The lessons 
learned, 
even 
thus 
far, will have a marked influence on 
the construction of fleets, and I un­ 
derstand in the United States efforts 
are being made 
to take advantage 
of them.”

F. Tracy, who was President H arri­ 


son’s secretary of the navj', died of 


paralysis here today in his eighty- 
fifth year. 
Gen. 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
Tracy, 
lawyer, soldier, jurist and statesman, 
stood prominent in the public eye for 
more than sixty years. At the age of 
83, he argued a case before the su­ 
preme court of New York with bril­ 
liance undimmed by years. 
General Tracy led a versatile and 
brilliant career. Born in Oswego, N. 
Y., in 1830, he was a play and school­ 
mate of Senator Thomas Platt. 
He 
was admitted to the bar at the age 
of 21. 
When 23 he was elected dis­ 
trict attorney of Tioga county. 
He helped Horace Greely organize 
the 
republican 
party in New' York 
state at 25 years of age. 
At the out­ 
break of the civil war he was serving 
in the New' York legislature as an 
assemblyman. 
It is said that here 
he made the first legislative speech 
in the United States in favor of paper 
money for war expenses. 
Like many 
of his colleagues. Assemblyman Tracy 
w ent to the front, 
after 
organizing 
two regiments. 
He served first as 
colonel of the 109th New York. 
At the battle of the W ilderness he 
Ifj won the congressional m edal of hon-

Columbia, Mo., Aug. 6.—Everybody 
recognizes that the person who m an­ 
ufactures oleomargerine at a factory 
must pay the federal tax, the one- 
fourth of a cent per pound rate if un­ 
colored, and the ten cents per pound 
rate if containing color, in addition 
to the license. 
However, in certain ! 
Missouri towns and communities it 
seems to be a 
current 
custom 
for 
boarding house keepers and smaller 
hotels and restaurants, conducted on 
the family style, to 
buy 
uncolored 
oleomargerine and mix the coloring 
in as needed for serving, oftimes as 
butter. 
Believing that a large number of 
persons keeping boarders are thought­ 
lessly infringing on federal law’s and 
becoming “moonshiners,” as well as 
breaking the state law* against color­ 
ing m atter, the Missouri state board 
of agriculture asked for a ruling from 
Col. George H .Moore, United States 
internal 
revenue 
collector 
at 
St. 
Louis. 
The Missouri state board of agri­ 
culture is specifically 
charged 
with 
the enforcement of the oleomargerine 
laws in Sections R. S. 643 to 662, in­ 
cluding the anti-coloring law. 
It seems of late to be the custom 
of certain oleomargerine m anufactur­ 
ers and dealers to furnish free color­ 
ing m atter in capsules when selling 
the uncolored product, thus suggest­ 
ing the beating of the federal govern­ 
ment out of its revenue and at the 
same time encouraging the breaking 
I of the Missouri law which forbids the 
local selling of oleo containing color 
ing matter. 
The state law* forbids the use of 
yellow coloring in oleo 
sold 
within 
the state. 
The federal law on the 
use of coloring m atter does not con 
flict w’ith state laws any more than ii 
does in the licensing of the sale of 
liquor. 
A state has the constitutional 
right to forbid the use of coloring 
m atter in oleomargerine, 
and 
more 
than half the states do forbid tho use 
of such yellow color. 
The following 
is the ruling of Revenue 
Collector 
Moore to Jewell Mayes:

“Carefully tabulated statistics show’ 
that 91.2 per cent of the personal in­ 
jury accidents can be avoided,” Mr. 
Wightman said. 
“On our system a 
four years’ campaign has resulted in 
cutting down the number of personal 
injuries 46 per cent. 
That figure is 
not an estimate, but is taken from 
the books of the claim department. 
The records show that there 
have 
been few'er accidents by four thousand 
in the four-years of safety first, com­ 
pared with the preceding four years. 
Our hospital records show' decreasing 
numbers of cases every year.” 
The department of safety goes into 
each branch of the system. 
Monthly 
meetings of the 282 men who make 
up the “safety first” committee are 
held, and these men, in turn, have 
meetings with the others. Mr. Wright- 
man goes about organizing the work­ 
men. 
“The men have caught the spirit 
of the movement,” Mr. Wrightman 
said. “We get more suggestions from 
them regarding 
safety 
regulations 
than from any other source.
